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BASIC-ABSTRACT : 

The surface of a part is printed at the same time with the moulding of the 
part. A transfer pad (8) is pressed against a print (10) having a desired 
print pattern engraved and held in an ink pocket (11), so that the print 
pattern is transferred to the transfer pad (8), which is pressed against the 
transfer position (2a') of the moulding surface (2a) of lower mould part (2) 
with the mould open, so that the print pattern is transferred onto the 
transfer position (2a'). After closing the mould, molten resin is injected 
into the moulding cacity, cavity, so that the print pattern is transferred 
onto the surface of the moulding. 

ADVANTAGE - Since the print pattern is transferred onto the moulding surface 
of cavity before moulding by the pad printing method, complicated and fine 
patterns can be used. The device is simple compared with the conventional 
in-mould printing methods using transfer film. 
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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To transfer a complicated and dense printing pattern to the 
arbitrary position of a mold regardless of the shape of a cavity, by 
transferring a printing pattern to the cavity constituting the surface of 
the mold prior to injection molding using a pad printing method. 

CONSTITUTION: A transfe^^ 8 is pressed to a printing plate in such a 
state that a female mold 2 and a male mold 3 are opened and subsequently 
pressed to the position 2a' having to receive transfer of the female mold 2 
At this time, ink is transferred to the transfer pad 8 at first in such a 
State that a printing pattern is held and said pattern is subsequently 
transferred to the position 2a' having to receive transfer. After the 
transfer pad 8 is retracted from the space between both female and male 
mol^ 2, 3, both molds 2, 3 are closed to inject a molten resin (b) in a 
cavity 5 from a nozzle 6 and said resin is cured. Thereafter, both molds 2, 
3 are opened and a molded product is taken out to obtain a molded product A 
wherein the pattern (a) is printed on the area corresponding to the position 
2a' to be transfer. By this method, a complicated dense printing pattern can 
be transferred to the arbitrary position of the mold regardless of the shape 
of the cavity. 
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
